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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The response and amendment filed on August 22, 2008 have been acknowledged. Claims 
93, and 106 have been amended. Claims 1-92, 95-96, 98-104 and 107 have been canceled. 
Claims 93-94, 97, 105 and 106 are pending and considered before the examiner. 

Withdrawn Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The rejection of claims 93-94, 97 and 105 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Petropoulos et al. (WO 99/67427A1) has been withdrawn necessitated by Applicant's 
amendment. 

Withdrawn Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1121 s ' paragraph 

2. The rejection of claims 93-94, 97, 105-106 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, has been 
withdrawn necessitated by Applicant's amendment. 

New Ground of Rejection 

3. Upon reconsidering pending claims, a new ground rejection is made set forth below: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 93-94, 97, 105-106 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

6. Claims 93-94, 97, 105-106 are indefinite in that it is unclear where the mutated amino 
acids are located due to no reference sequence cited in the claims. Because reverse transcriptase 
(RT) of HIV is highly mutated protein, and it has many variants. Many of them not only vary in 
length but also start with different amino acid. For example, the HIV RT with Accession No. 
AAX47299 has 434 amino acids that the 5' N-terminus starts with Proline (P) (Reference U), the 
HIV RT with Accession No. 2ZE2 A has 557 amino acids that the 5' N-terminus starts with 
Methionin (M) (Reference V), and the HIV RT with Accession No. ACA30220 has 578 amino 
acid residues that the 5' N-terminus starts with Phenylalanine (F) (Reference W). Therefore, it is 
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not clear where the numeric order of the mutate amino acid residues cited in claim start from and 
it is necessary for Applicant to specify what the reference sequence is.
